City Commissioners Are Charged with Magnifying Local Situation 
as to Infectious Diseases—Dr. McPherson. Calls Attention to 


Total Being Largely Made up of Cases of Mumps 


Strong exception was taken by Dr. | Plication is made for a centificate 
McPherson at the meeting of the) order to attend school, 
board of health. Friday, to charts re- 
presenting the health of the city, 
which, at the:instance of the city 
commissioners, were published in th» 
press of Saturday last, and had been 
used at the annual meetings. 

Dr. McPherson contended that the 
charte were drawn so as to piace the 
rate of infectious diseases in Bdmon- 
ton {n the worst possible light. For 
instance, the total for the year given 
was 4,121, whereas of this number it 
should have been pointed out that 
2,360 were cases of mumps, a disease 
which never kills. Also more cities 
should have been given in comparison, 
as it appeared that the cities selected 
were those calculated to make Edmon- 
ton look bad in contrast. 

Considerable discuasion took place 
the other 
members of the board on the matter, 
and the result was that_a resolution 
was passed which, while not disputing 
the actual figures used, asked that at- 
tention should be drawn by the city 
commiasioners to the nuinber of 
af mumps included. 

Asks a Reason 

Dr. McPherson said that the object 
of the city commiasioners in publish- 
ing a report of this eort, he did nat 
know, and he would like to ask the 
mayor why it had been done. 

In defending the action of the com- 
miasioners, the mayor said there were 
other departments involved in the 
matter, for instance, the prover carry- 
ing oyt of the street cleaning an4 
scavenging. The mayor admitted 
that when the monthly figures were 
shown, a considerable falling off was 
to be seén after the mumps hed eub- 
sided, and apart from them the health 
compared favorably with other cities. 

Dr. McPherson said that people did 
not keep the matter of the mumps in 
mind when looking at the chart, also 
to some people ti:e only infectious dis- 
eases were diphtheria and scarlet 
fever.

Renoir’s Portrait 

Of Richard Wagner | 

For the benefit of the musical who 

may not be iMkely to read much of the 


Mterature of French Impressionism 
writes R.C. in The Musical Times, 


here is, from a new book, on Au-)| 


guste Renoir (1841-1918), an account, 
told in the celebrated artist's own 
words, of how he came to paint a por- 
trait of Wagner. 

| By the way, it appears that Renoir, 
lim his youth. nearly forsook painting 
for music. He was a chorister-soloist 
at Saim Bumache, under Gounod 
(then aged about thirty) as choir mas- 
ter, an¢ Gounod. who also taught him 
musical rudiments (solfege) at the 
communal echool, urged HRenoir's par- 


jentsto think of music as a calling for | 


|him. At the time of the Wagner por- 
trait Renoir was an acknowledged 
leader of the still young and hotly- 
discussed Impressionist movement. It 
was the year 1881. 

I wes et Naples (relates Renoir) 
when I had some letters from various 
Wegneriats at Paris including Las- 
coux the megistrate, one of my best 
friends.

Last year 
Mr. Mivkett producet serersi bundred 
bushels of certified potatoe seed witch lie 
sold iast spring at $1.50 per Dushel when 
ordinary potatoes were eelling at 160, and 
at this price be was unable to supply tle 
demand, 

Potato seed of any variety that is pure 
as to vheiety, true to type and free from 
dinense can be certified. The process cou- 
sists of selecting a variety or strain untli 
it is free from disease and otherwise up 
to the standards set by the Dominion 
Botanical branch. Potatoes to be certified 
are inspected twice during the growing 
season, the first inspection being made 
while the potatoes are in bloseom to deter- 
mine whether the crop is all of the sume 
variety and if effected by any early dis- 
ease. Anotucr laspection is anade later in 
jthe serson and the plants are carefully 
jexamined for late diseases. Throughout 
jthe season al of the plants that slow any 
jsigns of disease gfe pulled up and dis 
| carded, A third inspection is made atter 
‘the crop is harvested and is known as the 
tuber or bin inspection . The potatoes are 
carefuly examined, attention being pnid 
to (ype and signs of disease. Five per cent 
of type and pfore'gn varieties are allowed
